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In “The Ship” Mr. St. John Ervine 
managed to combine some of the best 
cualities of journalism and stage technique. 
From the basic story of the disaster to the 
Titanic, when that famous ‘ship struck an 
iceberg in mid-ocean and sank within 
twenty minutes, he constructed one of the 
most interesting plays of the English theatre 
of to-day. It was first presented in Dublin 
many years ago by the Ulster Players, who 
quite frankly made it a play located in 
Belfast, but its greatest success was 
achieved when Miss Lena Ashwell presented 
it at her little theatre in London six years 
ego, When the Peacock Repertory Players 
staged it at the Peacock Theatre last night 
it attracted only a small audience. 

“The Ship” is to some extent another 
presentation of the oft-used theme of the 
struggle of youth and age. Towards the 
end of the play John Thurlow wonders 
whether age is ever fair to youth, and 
whether youth is ever fair to age. What- 
ever the answer to his wonderings may be 
the theme is always good stage material, and 
invariably leads to an interesting play. 

é“ The Ship” is at the same time excellent 
entertainment. Its characters are all finely 
studied and fully presented; its situations 
are dexterously, if occasionally not quite 
convincingly, contrived; its development is 
swift and certain, and its climax powerful. 
All that was needed last night was that 
acting and audience should be as good as 
the play- 

Three generations of Thurlows are pre- 
sented, and carefully examined the old 
woman who is the mother of John, John 
himself, and finally Jack, John’s son. 
very strong-willed man is John Thurlow, 
who had built big ships all his life. With the 
“ Majestic’? he decided he had reached his 
masterpiece, practically a revolution in ship- 
building, in that it used oil fuel, and was 
unsinkable. Jack’s idealism led him to take 
the side of humanity against machines, even 
against his father’s machines, and his grand-

Little can be said about the acting last 
night, as on the whole it was quite unworthy 
of the play. In the opening act the players 
seemed to be so listless that nothing would 
arouse their vitality, but later there were 
some good moments. Easily the outstanding 
member of the cast was Mr. George Wood, 
whose Captain Cornelius was consistently 
good throuchout the second act. This study 
of the disillusionised jetsam of the war has 
since been examined from other angles, but 
it retains sufficient truth to make it ex- 
tremely interesting on the stage and in 
evervday life.

An Artful Dodger. 


Talking to the manager of a large 
department store yesterday, I learnt that 
shopkeepers in Dublin are not so much 
troubled with shop-lifters as their brethren 
in London. There every big store must 
have a staff of detectives constantly on 
duty to watch for pilferers. The detec- 
tives need to have their wits about them. 
too; for the dodges used by the shop- 
lifting fraternity ara often very clever. 

I heard a good story recently from one 
such detective. It was noticed at stock- 
taking time in his particular store that in 
a large stock of men’s silk umbrellas there 
were a good many with cheap alpaca covers. 
The handles were much the same as those 
of the silk “ gamns,’’ and unless the 
stock was carefully examipved they would 
not be noticed. It was only at stock- 
taking that they were likely to be dis. 
covered. 

The detective was set to watch the 
umbrella department and to find out who 
was effecting the substitution. He watched 
for a week and nothing happened until 
the rush on early closing day. Then he 
saw an immaculately dressed man stand 
for a moment examining the umbrellas. 
With .a swift movement he picked one 
from the stand, replaced it with the 
umbrella which he was carrying, and 
walked slowly on. He did not get far. 

It was afterwards found that this man 
had made a regular business of this trick, 
and had employed others to manufacture 
cheap umbrellas with handles somewhat 
similar to those on the stand. 


Alibi. 


A friend who actually possesses a copy 
of Bowdler’s ‘‘ Family Shakespeare ”’ tells 
me that my note on Bowdler quite failed 
to bring out the beauty of that work. Not 
merely did Bowdler excise the ‘‘ improper”’ 
passages in the plays, but he cut out: 
“ T thank God for you, Sir,” as irreverent. 

Bowdler’s most remarkable achievement, 
however, was not in comic puritanism, but 
in what I might call the Edgar Wallace 
method of literary criticism. He took up 
“ Othello,’’ investigated all the times and 
places that are mentioned by the 
characters, and demonstrated that the 
alleged misconduct never could have 
occurred, since the accused couple never 
were in the same place at the same time. 
In other words, he proved sm irrefragable 
alibi for Desdemona. If Mr. Bowdler had 
been at hand when Iago poisoned Othello’s 
mind, all would have been put right in a 
few sentences 

I have: wondered often (my correspon- 
dent adds) whether Shakespeare was 
aware of the flaw in Iago’s accusation. Did 
the dramatist intentionally establish the 
concealed alibi, or was it a mistake like 
that in one of Scott’s novels. wherein the 
sun is made to rise in the West? 


Cole's Lane. 


Cole’s lane is usually associated with 
feather beds and fireirons. It is narrow 
and crowded with dealers. You bang 
against bedsteads or stalls of pottery and 
brass, and walk amid echoes of shouting. 

Yesterday, however, I visited Cole’s lane 
in company with a collectur, and found 
new interest. From the midst of miscel- 
laneous piles of knick-knacks my com- 
panion dug out copper kettles, pewter pots, 
earthenware and Chippendale legs, which 
he bought for a few shillings, assuring me 
the while that for every halfpenny which 
he paid he would make at least one pound 
profit.

Al Promising Athlete.

| Rubbing It In. 


A correspondent assures me that he can 
vouch for the truth of the following 
story :— 

A typist, usually a very careful worker 
had taken down a letter from a Stock Ex- 
change broker. In the body of the letter 
there was set out a Jong list of ordinary 
shares, giving the yields, relating to a 
number of industrials. As is usual in such 
returns, the broker finished the document 
with a footnote stating: ‘‘ The above yields 
are caleulated on the basis of the past 
dividends.”’ 

When the letter was placed before him 
for signature he found that the footnote 
read; ‘‘ The above yields are calculated on 
the basis of the passed dividends.’’ 


The First “Gobacco Pipes. 


A friend who makes a hobby of col- 
lecting quaint tobacco pipes has shown me 
some interesting specimens which he 
secured during a tecent visit to America. 
These were reproductions of actual stone 
and clay pipes found in the grave mounds 
of the Mississippi valley, such as must 
have been used by the American Indians 
many centuries before the discovery of the 
continent by Europeans. The bowls of 
these pipes were cut in the shapes of 
various animals, and one was carefully 
fashioned in the form of a coiled serpent. 
My friend told me that he had been 
unable to secure reproductions of two 
grave mound pipes, which had bowls re- 
presenting ¢lephants. This was un- 
fortunate, because, while the elephant is 
not a native of the American continent, 
the mastodon was; and if the bowls of 
these Indian pipes were intended to repre- 
sent mastodons, they must be credited 
with an antiquity almost past belief. As 
a matter of fact, a long controversy took 
place among American archeologists on 
this subject. A few held that the two 
‘‘elephant’’ pipes were “ fakes,”’ and 
had been ‘“ planted,’’ but the majority 
of the experts believed that they had been 
smoked by Indians who were familiar with 
the appearance of the mastodon. 


Classy Bawn. 


Few houses in Ireland, as I know, can 
command a finer view than the prospect 
from the many windows of Classy Bawn, 
in the County of Sligo. | 

This small castle, or large turreted 
house, was built by Lord Palmerston, and 
it is situated not far from the village of 
Cliffoney. The site chosen was on the 
highest point of the peninsula, which runs 
out far into the Atiantic at the southern 
side of Donegal To the east and 
south are the queerly-shaped mountains 
of Sligo, and on a clear day it is possible 
to see the Mayo giant, Nephin. Ben 
Bulben seems but a stone’s throw from the 
grassy headland where the house stands. 
To the north there 1s a view of the Donegal 
Mountains, that on a sunlit day in spring 
almost takes the breath away, so smoky 
blue are they above the deeper blue of the 
sea, and so softly dappled with cloud 
shadows. 

Towards the west the Atlantic changes 
with every changeful mood of the day. 
Sometimes it is blue, or steel grey ; ruffled 
by a squall or smoothed over by some in- 
visible hand; or rearing itself in great 
rollers, from whose crests the spray is 
blown backward by the wind—but always 
it is beautiful. 


Br icked Up Windows. 


In going through the city or country I 
occasionally see a bricked-up window in 
old houses which clearly preserves the 
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outlines of what must have served as an 
opening to admit light and air in old 
times, It is a reminder of what was 
regarded as an odious tax levied upon 
houses having more than six windows and 
of greater value than £5 per annum. 

one evil created t redress another. Owing 
| to the clipping of silver coins the coinage 
had become so deteriorated that in the 
reign of William IIL. it became necessary 
to restore it, and, in order to defray the 
expenses incurred, the Government im- 
posed a tax upon windows. The tax fell 
with particular severity upon the middle 
classes, and traces remain to this day of 
their efforts to evade it. Owing to this 
window tax—which was abolished in 1851 


the social conditions of those times. The 
tax vielded £1,200,000 in its first year and 
£1,856,000 in its last year. In the last 
year there were in England 6,000 houses 
having fifty windows and upwards, and 
275,000 having ten windows and upwards, 
while the number of houses with seven 
windows or less totalled 725,000. The tax 
had the merit of being easily levied; for 
it was not necessary to enter a man’s house 
to ascertain the amount of the impost.

lrish “ Finds.,’’ 


The recent discovery of. a new Titian 
which, for -enerations, had hung un- 
noticed in an old English country house. 
recalls to my mind the superb Franz Hals 
which was discovered in Malahide Castle 
in 1908. A famous English picture- 
restorer, in the course of his work, was 
startled to find Hals’s curious and dis- 
tinctive monogram in the corner of an 
old dust-encrusted canvas. This artistic 
treasure was the famous “ Family Group.”’ 
The then Lord Talbot de Malahide 
accepted the sum of £25.000 for it from 
the English National Gallery, refusing to 
let it go to the Berlin Gallery. from 
which he had received an offer of almost 
twice that sum. 

Another Irish “picture find” is. 
perhaps, not so well known. Some years 
ayo a painting of a Madonna, which had 
hung for years in a house in ‘orth County 
Dublin, was sent to the picture-restorer to 
be cleaned. As he worked at the canvas 
the restorer aware that the 
Madonna had been painted over another 
picture, and, on obtaining the permission 
of the owner to find out what it was. he 
disclosed portrait of a beautiful 
woman. The lovely sitter was Lady Hamil 
ton, and one 1i0re was added to the list 
of her portraits by Romney.

interest that an excursion 
steamer may be run to St. Kilda this 
summer, thus enabling tourists to see 
something of the island group, and allow 
thee former inhabitants to re-visit their 
old homes. 

The St. Kilda group is immensely in- 
teresting from many points of view. First. 
it is one of the few places on the earth 
that not only have always opposed a stern 
resistance to man, but have eventually 
repulsed him completely. Then, it has a 
peculiar fauna and flora, developed 
through ages of isolation, and was one of 
the last places in the British Isles to 
witness the passing of the great auk. 
Among its animals there are the St. Kilda 
sheep, from the Island of Soay, supposed 
to be a highly domesticated form of the 
Moufflon sheep. There are two mice, the 
St. Kilda long-tailed mouse and the cele- 
brated race that formerly inhabited the 
Post Office. St. Kilda boasts its own par- 
ticular variety of wren, too. The St. 
Kilda wren is a larger bird than the wren 
with little quill,’’ as we know it. Its 
beak is stronger, and ages of hopping, 
among rocks and crags, and hanging on to 
exposed cliffs, have developed its feet until 
it is a positive avian clodhopper. 


The Universal “ Edgar.” 


Now that Mr. Edgar W affite has com- 
posed his differences with the Mayor of 
Chicago about his play “ On the Spot,’ 
it is worth noticing that he is evidently 
the only Wallace known to people in all 
parts of the world. Parisian newspapers 
certainly believe him to be the only 
Wallace, the unique and universal. This 
fact was illustrated the other day when 
the body of a woman was recovered from 
the sea at Poulogne, and was later iden- 
tified as that of an American, named 
Mrs. Gertrude Wallace. A Paris news- 
paper headed its report of the incident: 
‘La Noyée de Boulogne n'est pas Mrs. 
Kdaar Wallace.” 

Possibly, the combination of a mys- 
terious death with the name of Wallace 
was too good an opportunity to be missed, 
so that the newspaper aired its knowledge 
of the only Wallace within the ken of its 


readers.

CORK, Sunday. 
RRANGEMENTS for the Industrial 
and Agricultural Fair, proposed to 
be held in Cork in 1932, are being pushed 
ahead with great vigour and resource. The 
guarantee fund at the present time stands 


above £25,000, while promises of addi- | 


tional support are coming in steadily. The 
aim of the exhibition naturally is to show 
to those people who will come from other 
countries to Ireland in 
religious cleebrations what is being done 
in the manufacturing and tillage areas of 
this country, and every industry and 
branch of farming will be represented. It 
will be the only fair of its kind in the 
Free State in what will be a memorable 
vear, and it is expected that a large per- 
centage of the visitors to Ireland at some 
time or other will pass through Cork and 
on to the exhibition. The site selected is 
situated on the Carrigrohane road, where 
Mr. J. S. Wright, the famous motor 
cyclist, broke the world’s record for speed 
last year, travelling at over one hundred 
and fifty miles per hour. Although three 
competent surveyors and engineers have 
given their opinions concerning the 
suitability of the site, some difference of 
opinion still exists among the city folk, 
who say that the area is liable to flooding 
at certain times of the year. This 
dificulty, however, can be overcome at 
some slight expense, and, besides, the site 
has natural advantayes, being close to the 
Munster Institute of Agricuiture and the 
University College, two institutions which 
will be used in connection with the actual 
fair. 

Mr. Andrew O’Brien, who has been 
appointed general manager, has organised 
many interesting educational departments 


and exhibits, which should have a universal. 


as well as a local, appeal. The proposal 
has met with no active opposition, but 
there are one or two societies in the city 
which have held aloof from the preliminary 
work, on the grounds that similar work 
already is being done by the Munster 
Agricultural Society at its annual show. 


This view undoubtedly carries some 
weight, but the general view is that 
the exhibition project, if carried

LECTIONEERING activity began here 
E, to-day in connection with the by- 
election caused by the death of Mr. H. 
Colohan, of the Labour Party. The Fianna 
Fail were first into the field, and, in support 
of their candidate, Mr. T. Harris, conducted 
a number of meetings in the different centres 
throughout the county. Mr. Lemass, with 
Mr. Geoghegan, was the principal speaker at 
a morning meting here, and an evening meet- 
ing in Athy.

Speaking at Celbridge after Mass to-day,

unemployment should be relieved, so that 
other producers and workers could take un 
some of the burden of taxation and rates. 


LAND ANNUITIES. 

Dealing with the question of land annuities, 
he said that Fianna Fail had consulted 
eight prominent lawyers on the question 
whether they were iegally bound to pay these 
annuities to England. ‘The opinion was that 
they were not so bound. Fianna Fail was 
accused of a policy of repudiation. He would 
like to know if their accusers would go to 
the six counties and make that charge of 
repudiation against the Northern Govern- 
ment. It it were not repudiation to withhold 
the annuities in the six counties, why was it 
called repudiation in the Free State?

UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM. 

Speaking at a ineeting here, Mr. Sean F. 
Lemass, 1.D., said that when charged with 
inactivity and indifference concerning the 
problem of unemployment, the usual defence 
of pro-Government speakers was to point to 
similar unempioyment existing in other 
countries and to argue that. if other Govern- 
ments had been unable to deal with the 
problem, why should the Free State Govern- 
ment be expected to succeed. ‘That argument 
would be valid if conditions in other countries 
were the same as those in this country. ‘lhe 
essential difference was that the population of 
those other countries was increasing, whilst 
the population of the Free State was decreas- 
ing. Although there were to-day more 
unemployed in Englaud, Germany, and the 
U.S.A., there were now more people in those 
countries than ten years ago, or before the 
Unemployment in those countries 
was due to the fact that the population was 
increasing faster than the opportunities for 
werk. Unemployment existed in this country 


despite the fact that their population was 


rapidly declining. They had lost nearly a 


quarter of a mullion people. since 1922, and 


that decline should have meant less uneniploy- 
rent. here were now 26,000 registered 
unemployed, compared with 17,006 in June; 
1929. During the past week a return was 


published showing the number engaged in the 


protected industries, and the figures revealed 


that empl-yment in fifteen out of twenty-one 
of these uwidustries decreased during the past 
six months 


Employment in agriculture was also declin- 
ing. (Only last week a branch of Cumann na

DEVOTION TO IRELAND. 


Before the outbreak of the Great War 
Major Redmond’s name was familiar through- 
out the English-speaking world, and a house- 
hold one among the Irish race. His noble 
death was the crowning sacrifice and the 
completeness of the proof of his devotion to 
Ireland, and the unselfishness of an unsul- 
lied career. Of that brilliant band which 
Parnell gathered around him there was none 
more truly devoted and unselfish than Willie 
Redmond. Wherever there was risk to be 
faced Willie Redmond was to be found 
Never did he ask the people to run into 
danger; he took all that upon his own 
shonlders. While a member of the House 
of Commons—in which he represented three 
of the provinces, including an Ulster con- 
stituency-—he was a constant and fearless 
advocate of a cause which for most of that 
time was greatly detested in the House. Yet 
in that assembly he was the most popular 
member. 

When the great war broke out he was past 
the age for military service. Difficulties 
were placed in his way bv the authorities 
when he offered his services. Friends tried 
to: dissuade him, but he brushed aside every 
difficulty, and made light of the reasons put 
forward. He served for a couple of vears 
at the front, during which period he made 
an occasional visit home. His last speech

some of the spirit of cheerfulness and 
courage which animated the men daily risk- 
ing tneir lives. 

In his last battle he had as comrades all 
classes of men, and his hope was that the 
union thus cemented by blood would endure 
when once again the survivors would be back 
on their native soil. He was carried from 
the battlefield by men of the Ulster Divi- 
sion, who mourned him as deeply as those 
of his own views. 


OPPONENT'S TRIBUTE, 


They had the confession made by Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, one of the signatories to the 
Irish Treaty, that, though he spent his life 
in opposition to Irish freedom, he could not 
forget or overlook the action f the brothers 
Reamond in a time of crisis.

Mr. Gwynn, proposing a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Hayden, recalled his asso ions on 
active services with the late Major Redmond, 
and how the 16th and the Uls er Divi ns, 
which the War Office thought it would be 
better to keep apart, eventually came together 
in the trenches and fraternised at beth head- 
quarters. The officers of both divisions met 
in the convent heing used as an hospital. and 
outside the walls of which Ma‘or Redmond’s 
remains were buried. 

ULSTER DIVISION GIFT. 


When the project for the memorial park 
was in progress it fell to his (Mr. Gwvynn’s) 
lot to write asking Lord Craigavon if thev 
in the North would like to take part in that 
tribute to Major Redmond, and by the next 
post he had a letter stating that the officers 
of the Ulster Division headquarters would 
deem it a privilege and honour to take part 
in honouring so gallant a gentleman.

THE EUCHARISTIC 
CONGRESS. 


NION Day at Congowes Wood Col- 
lege, Sallins, yesterday was favoured 
_ with bright, but rather cold weather. 
During the early morning continuous stieams 
of private motor cars and other vehicles 
brought many visitors to the picturesquely 
situated Jesuit College. which was founded 
as early as 1814. Shortly after noon the 
thirty-fourth annual general meeting was 
held in the Study. his was followed by 
lunch, over which the Very Rev. G. R. 
Roche, 8.J., Rector, presided. During the 
afternoon the visitors were free to wander 
at will through t’ e beautiful wooded grounds 
and inspect the College buildings. The 
Cricket Club concluded a very successful 
season with the annual Past v. Present 
match, and this drew many spectators, as 
did also the finals of .the inter-line lawn 
tennis tournaments. After tea a verv enjov- 
able day was terminated by Benediction in 
the College Chapel. : 
_ At the thirty-fourth annual general meet- 
ing of the Clongowes Union Mr. C. Stewart 
Barrett, hon. secretary, submitted the annual 
report and statement of receipts and pay- 
ments. 

The outgoing President, Mr. G. DP. Cussen, 
in moving the adoption of the report. ap- 
pealed for assistance for the sub-committee, 
who were engaged in preparing a Clongowes 
‘Who's Who.”’ 

A lively discussion followed, Dr, Thomas 
Bodkin, Messrs, Neary, Binchey and the 
Rev. Father J. P. O'Connell objecting to 
the way in which the Union was “run” 
and to the fact that the receipts and pav- 
ments account did not convey sufficient in- 
formation. The burden of their complaint 
was that the Union was making no progress, 
and that for a college like Clongowes Wood,

statement of accounts was as full as had 
been given in any previous vear, and that 
the Union had a membership which com- 
pared very favourably with that of other 
colleges in Ireland and Great Britain, . 

The report eventually was adopted with 
out dissent.

It was natural that 
this vear interest shonld be taken in a 
special manner in the new building which 
was now nearing completion. They were 
fortunate. he said, in ihe fact that it would, 
unless something entirely unforeseen oc- 
curred, be finished in time for the Eucharis- 


tic Congress next year. They were glad to 
think that they would be able to help that 
yreat and glorious undertaking by giving ac- 
commodation te a considerable number of 
visitors. They* were proud of the oppor 
tunity of associating Clongowes with the 
first Irish Eucharistic Congress, and they 
would like Ciongowes and Clongownians to 
figure largely in that great act of faith in 
the Eucharistic King. It may be possible, 
he concluded, for the Union as a bodv to 
participate in some way in that great event.

New evidence concerning the war-time dis- 
missal of Miss Violet Doug:as-Pennant from 
the post of Commandant of the Women’s 
Roval Air Force is stated to have been 
obtained by the Committee which for over 
ten years has agitated for an inquiry. 

Members of the Committee, interview ad 
vesterday, declared that facts about to be 
disclosed would surprise the public, 

Brigadier-General B. D. Blakeney toid a 
Press Association reporter: ‘‘The new 
evidence is that we know now what were the 
charges against Miss Douglas-Pennant. The 
statements we now possess nave becu inade on 
oath.’’ 

As to their future course of actien members 
of the Committee were reticent, but one step 
will he the holding of a public meeting early 
in July. 

The demand for a fresh inquiry into what 
is generally called “the Doug!as-Pennant 
case.” has been pressed by people of all 
political parties with-indomitable zeal. Pro- 
tests against what is held by many to be a 
flagrant injustice have continued ever since 
the Hon. Violet Douglas-Pennant was sum- 
marily dismissed ia 1918 from the command 
of the W.R.A.F., to which she had been 
appointed only ten weeks before after much 
other public work. A Select Committee of 
the House of Lords made an inquiry in 1919. 

Brigadier-General Blakeney, after making 
the statement said: ‘‘ We are now in a posi- 
tion to show the public that the charges made 
against Miss Douglas-Pennant were simply 
disgraceful to the authors, and that action 
was taken on them without giving her an 
opportunitv of showing her complete in- 
nocence. It 1s amazing that all. these vears 
pass before she learns what the accusations 
were, Successive Governments have seemed 
afraid to admit that a hideous mistake was 
made. It is as bad as the Dreyfus case. 

“Now that we know what the charges 
were, we are going to lav the whole atrocious 
storv hefore the public,”

CARRY FORTY. 
BRITISH RIVAL TO 
GERMAN DO Xx. 


COULD FLY ATLANTIC 
WITH PAYING LOAD.

A great ocean going flying ship, a British 
rival to the German Do X, is now taking 
shape in an aircraft factory on the shores of 
Southampton water. 

This new air giant, a supermarine Rolls- 
Royce Buzzard, will be the first heavier-than- 
air craft to be able to fly the Atlantic carry- 
ing a paying load . 

Censtrucied largely of stainless steel. it has 
been found possible owing to its size to 
provide an enclosed bridge over the pas- 
sengers’ cabins from which the captain and 
pilot will navigate and fly the ship. Seats 
are to be provided in five ‘separate saloons 
for 40 passengers, the accommodation being 
the most luxurious yet attempted in any air 
liner. 

Sleeping accommodation will be provided 
for 20 passengers, the number which can be 
carried cn one day and night non-stop flights, 
while ‘fully equipped electric kitchens will 
supply them with food while in the air. 

Six Rolls-Rovce engines, totalling 5,400 
horse nower, will drive the new air liner at 
a maximum speed of 145 m.p.h., or at a 
cruising speed of 120 m.p.h. Sufficient 
petrol will be carried for a non-stop flight of 
one thousand miles with 40 passengers, or for 
2.300 miles—-sutficient for a trans-Atlantic 
flight—with 20 passengers, 

It is expected that this great British flying 
ship will be ready for launching in the spring 
of 1922.

William Kelly said that he was in Dornan's 
House after the tragedy, and asked Dornan 
what came over him. Dornan said: ‘tI lost 
my head; I could stand it no longer.”’ 

Constable Burroughs stated that when 
going to the barrack the prisoner asked if 
the girls were both dead, and kept repeating 
“It had to be done.”’
